Chicago, Ill, August 10.—Louis 
(Big) Smith, New York gangster, 
who invaded Chicago about two years 
ago and to whom the police attribute 
two murders in the last six months, 
was shot and instantly killed tonight 
as he and a group of his lieutenants 
sat in an automobile. 

The killers, driving up slowly as 
the Smith mob awaited the coming of 
a truck of booze—police say they in- 
tended to hi-jack the cargo—poured a 
withering fire from shotguns and pis- 
tols inte the body of the leader, re- 
putedly the toughest character in the 
section. As he fell over, dying, the 
slaying crew drove on, unmolested by 
his stunned companions. 

Smith was the most cordially hated 
of all the gang-leaders on the west 
side. Others were. noted for small 
kindnesses they did for the poor. But 
Smith was of a different caliber. 

Leader of Hoodlums. : 

One of the favorite pastimes of his 
hoodlums was to arm themselves with 
ice picks and go about at night seek- 
ing automobiles parked on the streets.

Archbishop Vera y Zuria, of Puebla, 
has sent a communication to Presi- 
dent Calles asking the chief executive 
to suspend the religious regulations 
until congress convenes in the hope 
that less severe regulations will be 
enacted and the controversy ended. 
President Calles has not made any 
official reply, but it is stated in re- 
liable quarters that there is no pros- 
pec: whatever of the president accept- 
ing the proposal or ordering a sus- 
pension of the regulations. 
Archbishop Vera’s communication 
declared that the government was mis- 
taken in thinking Catholic churches 
rebellious in ordering a suspension 
of religious services. He said the 
church had not repudiated the law, 
but had merely placed itself outside 
the requirements of the law, exactly 
as any professional might do under 
similar circumstances if a law de- 
manded of him certain requirements 
impossible of fulfillment by him. 


Mexico City, August 10.—(United 
News.)—Archbishop Leopoldo Ciane- 
ros, who arrived in Mexico City to- 
day from Morelia, state of Michoa- 
can, declared that 40 persons, includ- 
ine two priests, had been killed dur- 
ing and following religious rioting 
in  Sahuayo, which is located in 
Michioacan. 

Archbishop Cianeros said that 23 
persons, including two priests, were 


executed by troops. because of the dis- 
order.

American officials here state they 
have received reports from Guadala- 
jara confirming previous reports that 
between 50 and 60 persons were killed 
and wounded during rioting there last 
week.

Of South America 


Rome, August 10.—(#?)—The re- 
cent treaty signed between Italy and 
Spain will permit cooperation be- 
tween the two Latin nations against 
militaristic, commercial and political 
penetration of South America by the 
United States, Giornale D’Itala says 
today. 


South American nations which are 
affirming their national rights and 
autonomy and are séeking new politi- 
cal friendships,’’ says the paper, as- 
serting that Chile, Bolivia, Peru and 
Argentina are beginning to intensify 
their Latinity. 

Declaring that four blocs already 
exist in the League of Nations—An- 
glo-Saxon, French, neutral and Span- 
ish—Giornale D’Itala suggests that 
Italy throw in her lot with the 
Spaniards. A Spanish union can de- 
velop more broadly the relation of 
the nations by which Italy, through 
her position on the council of the 
League of Nations, in European poli- 
tics, the importance of her colonies 
and cultural interests in South Amer- 
ica can have the function of repre- 
sentation and collaboration, thereby 
contributing to bring the South Amer- 
ican movement closer to Europe,’’ the 
paper says. 

The text of the Italian-Spanish 
treaty, which was signed at Madrid 
last week, will not be made putiblic 
until it has been registered with the 
League of Nations.

“From the holy futher to the last 
faithful,” it adds, “the entire Cath- 
olic church will trust to the invincible 
arm of prayer as all its forces and all 
its hope.” ; . 

The vatican newspaper devotes a 
three-column article in this evening's 
edition to analyzing Mexico's religious 
law and points out to the Mexican 
foreign minister “the true cauge of the 
present disturbance.” 

“This cause,” it says, “lies entirely 
in the government's anti-religious ac- 
tion, culminating in the law which was 
put into effect on July 31.” 

Fault Is Placed.’ 

After describing the articles of this 
law, the newspaper continues: 

“If religious activities are suspend- 
ed, whose fault is it? The govern- 
ment with a stroke of the pen decreed 
violent and immediate suppression, 
as far as possible, of Mexico's eccles- 
iastical life. If this was President 
Calles’ intention he might have saved 
himself the trouble of compiling the 
articles of the law, by limiting him- 
self to repeating the ancient order of 
the persecutors of the Christians—‘it 
is unlawful for you to exist.’ Had he 
done this he would have been re 
sincere. 

“It was not necessary to formulate 
the tyrannical impositions of Cicero, 
who, although a pagan, was a man 
of good sense, and who said a law 
is not a Jaw if it is not just. But, 
President Calles’ law is tyrannical and 
its application has been Neroinian.” 

Asserting that the Protestant 
church of St. Joseph was reopened 
while Catholics were lined up in front 
of their churches “for the last de- 
fense”’ the Osservatore Romano re- 
marks: 

“When a stronger government inter- 
venes, even the church—despite Pres- 
ident Calles’ law—can be recognized 
as private property, instead of na- 
tional property.”

The two-thirds rule was first em- 
ployed at the Baltimore convention in 
1832, when Andrew Jackson forced 
it on the convention to enable him 
to nominate VanBuren for vice presi- 
dent. He wanted the veto power on 
any other candidate. A few years 
later, when VanBuren was seeking 
the presidential nomination, the rule 
which had won him the vice presi- 
dency was turned against him 
prevented his nomination.

These trucks, if approved by coun- 
cil at the Monday session, will aug- 
ment the fleet now working to prevent 
mosquito infestation of Atlanta, and 
will be utilized to haul eut weeds to 
the crematory, it was statel by Mr. 
Saunders, who is chairman of the 
sanitary committee of ecvuncil. 

City health officials, with the as- 
sistance of the women, are staging 
an active drive io clear weeds and 
tall grass from vacant lots. Notices 
are being sent property owners to 
cut the weeds and notify the sanitary 
department in order that ‘hey may be 
removed. - 

Chief John Jentzen, of the sani- 
tary department, Monday issued a 
ctatement in which he declared that 
another large crematory is necessary 
to cope with the garbage situation 
here, and that health conditions of the 
city will be imperiled next summer 
unless it is provided. 

In addition to granting the request 
of the sanitary department, the finance 
body also approved measures seeking 
appropriation of $7,500 for changing 
the grade on Courtland street be- 
tween Linden and North Avenue. A 
fund of $6,000 was provided for lay- 
ing water pipe in Tethwood drive to 
furnish water for the new Tech dormi- 
tory.

Outweighed by nearly 25 pounds, 
the Deacon plainly showed just why 
he is champion of the world today. 
In the two short rounds he*threw so 
many gloves at his opponent that the 
Boston negro was completely baffled. 
The battler was taking an awful beat- 
ing, he knew it and the Tiger won 
on a foul. Perhaps the blow below 
the belt was not intentional, that is 
not for us to judge, but the fact re- 
mains that Tiger was fouled not only 
once, but at least twice during the 
two and a fraction rounds. 

When the bell sounded for the third 
“period the Tiger rushed at his oppo- 
nent with gloves flying. He crossed 
and recrossed, first to the head, then 
to the body, left following right and 
right following left until the air 
seemed filled with gloves.

TENNIS BOARD 
FAILS TO 0. K.

New York, August 10.—(/)—Suz- 
anne Lenglen’s projected tour of 
America as a professional will receive 
no sanction from the United States 
Lawn Tennis association, President 
Jones W. Mesereau indicated today. 

“It is generally understood that 
the United States Lawn Tennis asso- 
ciation does not approve exhibition 
matches,” explained Mr. Messreau.

Over Resources, 
Declares Speaker 


Williamstown, Mass., August 10.— 
(?)—Berating ‘the “alarmists’’ who 
excite the public over the exhaustion 
of natural resources, John FE. Teeple, 


treasurer of the American Chemical 
society today pictured plants and the 
sea as the future saviors of mankind 
if the earth’s present stores should 
be exhausted. 

He spoke before the Institute of 
Politics, where previous speakers have 
stressed the importance of conserving 
present deposits of coal) oil and other 
ow peggy resources essential to modern 
ife 

“If coal and oil should disappear 
from the world,’ said Mr. Teeple, 
“we'd get along somehow. 

“There's no use worrying about 
waste of non-essentials. Only a few 
elements, in the chemical senses, are 
vital to life—carbon, oxygen, hydro- 
gen, nitrogen, sulphur and phosphor- 
ous—which are present in all plants, 
and a few others found in abundance 
in the sea. Nothing else matters in 
the least in the long run, for as ne- 
cessity requires it, international agree- 
ments will have to be made or sub- 
stitutes found for non-essentials. It 
is possible to change the habits of 
civilization as regards raw materials, 
in a generation, and life cycles are 
so adjusted that the vital elements 
are either returned to the air or to 
the seas, and hence cannot be ex- 
hausted. 

“There's no use saving for the next 
generation. They. probably won’t 
want it. The use of our non-essential 
products is only a convenience for our 
civilization and when they are ex- 
hausted the future generations won't 
know anything about them. That 
might change chemistry and civiliza- 
tion somewhat, but the change might 
be all for the good. and the chances 
are we'd .find something better.’’

Modern Vikings 
In Tiny Vessel 
Arrive in Boston 


Boston, August Y0.—(/)—Four 
modern vikings entered Boston harbor 
tonight in a tiny ship modelled after 
that in which Leif frrickson of old 
crossed the rough Atlantic. In tow 
of a coast guard cutter, the viking 
ship Leif Erickson, Bergen to Phila- 
delphia, was brought up to the army 
base in South Boston to take on 
water and supplies. The cutter had 
found the vessel becalmed early today 
sixty miles southeast of Cape Ann. 

Captain Gerhard  Folgero, playinz 
the role created by Erickson 900 
years ago, said he and his crew of 
three men and a dog had been in no 
distress, but had accepted the tow 
offered by the cutter Red Wing be- 
Cause water and food had run short. 
All were well, comfortable and _ in 
good spirits the captain said. 

The little sailing craft, 42 feet in 
length, was built at Bergen, Norway. 
on the lines of Erickson’s tenth cen- 
tury vessel, and was designed for ex- 
hibition at the sesqui-centennial cele- 
bration in Philadelphia. She is. of 
13 feet beam, is six feet deep and is 
open decked except for about ten 
feet at each end housed for sleeping 
quarters. In this cockle shell, Cap- 
tain Folgero and his men crossed the 
north Atlantic, following as closely 
as possible the route taken by Krick- 
son. 

From Bergen, the course was to 
Iceland, thence to Greenland, Labra- 
dor and New Foundland, St.: ‘Johu’s. 
Newfoundland, was reached in 60 
days. On August 3, the _ vessel 
reached Sandy Point, N. S., and six 
days ago Captein Folgero put ont 
from St. John, N. B., for Boston.

‘Winter Wheat 


Yielding Highest 


Average Per Acre 


Washington, Aug. 10.—(4)—Gener- 
al improvement during July in produc- 
tion prospects of nearly all crops ex- 
cept corn, oats and hay, was an- 
nounced today by the department of 
agriculture in its monthly crop re- 
port. The improvement was attrib- 
uted to better moisture conditions 
in the latter part of the month, 
bringing the August 1 .omposite con- 
dition of all crops to within 4.2 per 
cent of the ten-year average condition 
and forecasting yields 2.8 per cent 
below the ten-year yardstick, 

The condition of corn is much be- 
low its ten-year August average, with 
indicated production showing a decline 
of 84,000,000 bushels in the last 
month. The crop is now forecast at 
2,576,936,000 bushels, or about 12 
per cent less than last year. Drouth, 
high temperatures and hot winds in 
Nebraska, Iowa, Kansas, Missouri 
and the Dakotas were unfavorable but

elsewhere prospects improved. 

Winter wheat is yielding the high- 
est average per acre since 1914, the 
preliminary estimate being 17:1 bush- 
els per acre compared with 12.8 bush- 
els last year. It is of a higher qual- 
ity than for many years, being report- 
ed as 94 per cent of a high medium 
grade, The crop is 230,000,000 bush- 
els larger than last year’s, the prelim- 
inary estimate being 626,482,000 
bushels, 

Spring wheat production is indicat- 
ed at 212,719,000 bushels, a gain of 
13,000,000 bushels since a month ago. 
Combining the winter and spring crops 
total wheat production is placed at 
839,201,000 bushels, or 73,000,000 
bushels more than last year and 37,- 
000,000 bushels above the five-year 
average, 

Oats are forecast at 200,000,000 
bushels below last year's, which would 
be the lowest production in 15 years. 
Drouth and other conditions have 
affected this year’s crop. 

The smallest hay crop since 1916 
is in prospect, indications pointing to 
77,900,000 tons of tame hay and 
about 10,000,000 tons of wild hay. 

Prospects for potatoes improved 
during July in nearly all the eastern 
states but declined slightly in the 
Dakotas and some states farthest 
west. The crop is estimated at 346.- 
000.000 bushels, or about 20,000,000 
bushels less than last year’s very short 
crop. Prospects during July improved 
to the extent of about 12,000,000 
bushels. 

Sweet potatoes showed marked im- 
provement and a crop of 73,100,000 
bushels, or 11,000, bushels more 
than last year, is in prospect. Tobac- 
co conditions improved during the 
month, increasing prospects about 64,- 
000,000 pounds with a total produc- 
tion of 1,203,000,000 pounds now in- 
dicated,

Sympathetic declines took place 
throughout the general list, giving the 
market the first sharp setback since 
the present “bull” movement started 
nearly three months ago. 

The reaction, while not directly as- 
sociated with anything in the day's 
news, undoubtedly was influenced in 
part by the increase of nearly $87,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans reported by 
the New York federal. reserve bank 
in the week ended July 28. 

While there is a rather general 
feeling that the market has not dis- 
counted all the good news in sight, the 
advance in many issues has been re- 
garded as much too fast in conserva- 
tive banking quarters so that today’s 
reaction was not altogether unwel- 
come, Growing uneasiness over the 
French and Mexican economic situa- 
tions has been reflected in the heavi- 
ness of the bonds of those countries, 
and the renewed weakness of French 
exchange but is believed to have had 
little direct influence on -the price 
movement of stocks. 

The most interesting trade develop- 
ment of the day was publication of 
the July tonnage statement of the 
United States Steel corporation which 
showed an increase of 123,880 tons, 
the first gain this year.

Be Heavily Sold if Directors 
Do Not Declare More Than a 
50 Per Cent Dividend. 


New York, August 10.—Up to the 
close last night the stock market en- 
gine was running smceothly without 
any sign of a knock. Overnight, how- 
ever, somebody decided to take profits 


on General Motors. This selling pres- 
sure was met for the first time since 
General Motors began its sensational 
advance by absence of the usual buy- 
ing orders. As a result General 
Motors did not appear on the tape 
until 10 minutes after 10 a. m. That 
length of time being required to gather 
in the orders executed at the opening 
which aggregated 18,000 shares with 
the price ranging from 219 down to 
2111-2. Then there was & quick 
rally followed by more selling pres- 
sure and absence of buying power 
which caught a lot of stop loss or- 
ders and carried the price down to 
208, unsettling the entire market. 
Throughout the rest of the day there 
were periods of beavy profit taking 
followed by recoveries with the mar- 
ket in highly nervous condition. 
After the opening on General 
Motors which appeared on the tape 
as 18,000 shares. in one lot with the 
prices between 219 and 2111-2, four 
quotations for other stock were print- 
ed followed by a solid string of Gen- 
eral Motors— 1,300 shares at 2121-2; 


500, 214; 1,500, 
214 1-2: 1,500, 2143-4; 800, 2141-2; 
900, 215; 1,000, 215 1-2. 

When General Motors began to 
breuk to 208 many professional and 
semi-professional traders began to 
question the stability of the market 
as a whole. It was evident however 
from the action of the market that 
there had been no such pyramiding 
in other stocks as has occurred in 
General Motors. 

General Motors has been bought on 
the advance by professional and semi- 
professional traders who have been 
using paper profits as margin in an- 
ticipation of a 50 per cent stock divi- 
dend with an extra cash dividend to 
be paid on the new shares included 
in the stock dividend. In the best in- 
formed quarters here there has been 
no change from the original viewpoint 
that there would be a 50 per cent 
stock dividend but with nothing more. 

From what can be learned here, ef- 
forts have been made to get the in- 
fluential directors in General Motors 
to declare more than a 50 per cent 
stock dividend in order to get the 
price of the stock when the dividend 
comes off down to a level where in- 


terest will. be shown by the big out: 
le public. In this ¢onnection it 
was pointed out that with a 50 per 
cent stock .dividend off, Genera) | 
Motors should still sell around 150 
which would be too high to attract 
public interest. 

If the action of the General Motors 
directors this coming Thursday is con- 
fined to a 50 per cent stock dividend, 
selling of the stock is expected by 
disappointed speculative holders, It 
was generally admitted today that the 
technical condition of the stock mar- 
ket with the short interest in high 
priced stocks eliminated is not as 
strong as it has been. 

The steel corporation reported an 
increase of 124,000 tons in unfilled 
orders for the month of July, the 
first monthly increase since Decem- 
ber. This gain was less than was ex- 
pected, estimates for the past few 
days running from 150,000 to 200,- 
00U. This, with the break in General 
Motors, an advance in the eall money

Sweetwater, Texas, August 10.— 
(?)—Bullets today ended the feud of 
two elderly ‘Texans who met and shot 
out their differences with automatic 
rifles. Both died with their boots on. 

A quarrel that ebbed and flared for 
more than a year between W. S. Reed, 
65, and his farm tenant, J. D. Ware, 
70, is said to have precipitated the 
shooting between them. The men 
lived at Camp Springs, 35 miles north 
of here, and the shooting occurred 
near their homes. 

Witnesses could not hear the heated 
conversation as the aged men squared 
off a few feet from each other and 
Ware suddenly hoisted his gun and 
fired the first shot. Reed, wounded, 
leveled his own weapon and loosed a 
volley. Neither lived more than an 
hour. 

Neighbors of the pair said the 
shooting apparently was caused by 
the old trouble concerning operation 
of Reed’s farm by Ware. 

Reed, a typical farmer of midwest 
Texas, was known to all the old tim- 
ers. Ware was a new comer who had 
rented Reed’s farm little more than 
a year ago. 

Ware is said to have fired first, but 
only one shot. Reed then emptied his 
gun. They were only a few feet 
apart, and no one was close enough 
to make out the heated conversation 
preceding the shooting. 

Reed had had trouble with his ten- 
ant about crops, neighbors said. Reed 
was an‘“old-timer” in the section but 
Ware had lived in the county only 
three years and on the Reed farm 
only this year.

age. 

The alcohol, Doran said, had been 
purchased in New York state, the in- 
vestigation indicated, after it had been 
probably 
from Germany, for commercial pur- 
poses. Investigation of the deaths 
and prosecution will be left in the 
hands of state authorities and Eu- 
gene C. Roberts, prohibition adminis- 
trator at Buffalo.
